for alarm. 


Charles Gordon, the first patient, 


and James Hahn tho stranger who 
wandered into the city m time to de- 
velop the second case, are both getting 
along very w»H aJid will, it is thought, 
soon be out of danger. The third case 
was reported last evening -when a phy- 
sician, who has been attending Gus 
Fritz, a south Main street saloon keep- 
er for three or four days, reported that 
his patient's case had developed into 
small pox Mr. Fritz had been con- 
fined to his room for several days and 
it is thought that no one was exposed 
to the disease from this source, ex- 
cept his wife and child. He lives a 
short distance from the other patients 
and ii thought to have contracted the 
disease from. Gordon, who visited bis 
place shortly before ho was quaran- 
tined. 


The fourth patient is William West, 


step-father of Gordon, and this patient 
is suffering the disease in a very mild 
form, having been successfully vaccin- 
ated alter the Gordou c<tt>e developed. 


AH of the patients except Mr. West 


had not been 
vaccinated 
and 
the 


health officer. Dr. McCall, suggests 
that persons not recently -vaccinated 
should take the precaution at once.

Charies Gordon, the first patient, 


and James Halm the stranger who 
wandered into the city in time to de- 
velop the second case, are both getting 
along very well and will, it is thought, 
soon be out of danger. The third case 
was reported last evening when a phy- 
sician, who hast been attending Gus 
Fritz, a south Main street saloon keep- 
er for three or four days, reported' that 
his patient's case had developed into 
saali pox. Mr. Fritz had been con- 
fined to his room for several days and 
it is thought that no one was exposed 
to the disease from this source, ex- 
cept his wife and child. He lives a 
short distance from the other patients 
and is thought to have contracted the 
disease from Gordon, who visited his 
place shortly before he was quaran- 
tined. 


The fourth patient is William West, 


step-father of Gordon, and this patient 
s suffering the disease in a very mild
